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FOREWORD 


The  lo^fa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of 
a  nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  "dth  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standa.rd  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.    The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  da,ta  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  ds.ta.  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V,  Strand, 
State-wide  ¥ork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  a  report  of  work  completed  on- 
Official  Project  65-I-72-I55  of  "the  Work  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  29  and  31« 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  drta  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agi'i cultural  Experim-ent  Station  ha-ve  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  lo^-^a  assessors  and  tax  officials 
?;ho  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa,  lav/s. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  cind  co\inti  es  detailed  a.gricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

IOWA  AGRICULTUSAL  STATISTICS  -  WXFiJSSHISK  COUIJTY 


Winneshiek  County  wa.s  established  in  IgUy  from  territory  ori^dnally 
embraced  in  the  old  Tayette  County.     It  y/as  named  for  a  noted  chief  of 
the  Winnehago  Indians  whose  xaame  appea.rs  on  the  records  as  "Kinnoskik" 
meaning  "coming  thunder." 

Port  Atkinson  ^-^as  erected  in  ISUO.    The  country  at  that  time  ;vas  oc- 
cupied hy  Tfinnehago  Indians  who  remained  until  lSU2o    A  mission  school 
was  established  to  teach  the  Indian  children  the  ways  of  civilization 
and  instruct  the  older  people  in  agriculture,  however,  the  Indians  pre- 
ferred their  o?m  methods  and  the  effort  was  aoandoned. 

Several  men  came  to  the  county  as  settlers  about  the  same  time — the 
same  year  the  Indians  were  removed.     In  ISU9  the  first  mill  in  the  county 
was  built  by  Painter  and  Allen  a.t  the  present  site  of  Decorah.  Other 
claims  were  established  here  a.nd  a  village  grew  up  which  was  named  Docorah 
for  another  prominent  chief  of  the  7innebagoSc 

The  county  was  organized  into  a  separate  political  unit  January  I5, 
IS5I  and  by  an  election  at  this  time  Decorah  was  chosen  as  the  sea^t  of 
government.    A  branch  of  the  HilY/aukee  Hailroad  was  built  to  the  to'.rn  of 
Decorah  in  IS69.  1/ 

Castalia  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  county  is  a  receiving  station 
for  the  Carnation  Hi  Ik  Company  at  ^Ja.verly — the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the 
State,,     Tradition  has  a  storj^  the.t  this  village  was  first  knovna  as  Ra^ttle- 
trap  because  of  the  loquacity  of  the  wife  of  the  first  settler,  Hamilton 
Campbell .  2j 

Area 

This  county  is  approximately  29  miles  in  length  by  2U  miles  in  vddth 
embracing  626  square  miles  ^  or  U39jO^O  acres.     Of  this  amount  U27,055 
acres  are  listed  as  farm  lands,  kj     In  point  of  size  it  ranks  I5  in  the 
State  sharing  this  place  with  ilonona,  Coujity^ 

Soils 

The  soils  of  7inneshiek  County  have  been  grouped  into  five  classes 
according  to  their  location  and  origin;  nejr.ely,  drift,  loess,  terrace, 
swamp  and  bottom  land  and  residual  soils.    The  drift  soils  comprise  21.1 
per  cent  of  the  entire  surface  and  are  divided  the  Carrington  loam,  Car- 
rington  silt  loam  and  Ca,rrington  fine  sandy  loam — 16.U  per  cent;   the  Lind- 
ley  loam,  Ldndley  loam — shallow  phase — IcO  per  cent;  the  Clyde  silty  cloy 
loam^ — 3»0  ps^  cent  and  the  Dickinson  sandy  loam — O.7  per  cent.     The  loess

soils  take  up  6l.2  per  cent  of  the  total  and  are  divided  into  the  Tama 
silt  loam — J)0.3  per  cent;  the  Fayette  silt  loam  and  the  Fayette  fine  sand 

—  25.8  per  cent;  the  Dodgeville  silt  loam — 3''7  per  cent  and  the  Clinton 
silt  loam — 0.8  per  cent.     The  amount  of  terrace  soil  in  this  county  is 
negligilDle,  comprising  only  3»1  pej^  cent,  "but  this  amount  shows  traces  of 
12  different  loams »     The  s^^vamp  and  hottom  land  soils  cover  2.6  per  cent  of 
the  county  and  are  divided  into  the  Wahash  silt  loam — 5*3  P^r  cent;  the 
/Tabash  loam — O.9  per  cent;  the  Wabash  silty  clay  laom — O.H  per  cent;  the 
Cass  loam — 1^0  per  cent;  the  Cass  fine  sandy  loam — O.U  per  cent;   the  Gen- 
esee silt  loam — 0,1  per  cent  and  Muck — 0.1  per  cent.    The  residual  soils 
make  up  6.0  per  cent  of  the  area  and.  are  divided  into  roiogh  stony  land — 
5.6  per  cent;  Boone  fine  sandy  laom — O.3  per  cent  and  Dubuque  silt  loam — 
0.1  per  cent.  ^ 

Topography 

In  the  -western  one- third  of  the  county  where  the  soils  are  derived 
from  the  glacial  drift,  the  surface  is  a  gently  undulating  upland  plain, 
although  some  portions  are  strongly  rolling  to  rougho    Srosion  has  not 
affected  this  area  extensively,  consequently  there  are  some  flat  and  de- 
pressed areas  and  some  wet  marshy  land. 

In  the  eastern  two- thirds  of  the  coiinty  where  the  uplands  have  been 
covered  by  loess,  the  surface  is  a  gently  rolling  plain,  but  with  consid- 
erable rough  land  confined  to  narrow  belts  along  the  larger  streamsc 

The  drainage  of  the  county  is  effected  mainly  by  the  Upper  Iowa  and 
its  tributaries,  the  Turkey  River  and  its  tributaries  and  the  Yellow  River 

—  this  river  with  its  tributaries  drain  a  small  area  in  the  southeastern 
part.    A  narrow  strip  along  the  northern  part  is  drained  by  the  Root  River,  6/ 

Climate 

The  ten  year  (1930~1939  inclusive)  average  temperature  of  this  co'onty 
was  ^5  degrees,  jj  the  twelve  year  (1913-1930)  average  rainfall  wa.s  33 
inches  and  the  growing  season  from  lo9^  to  1930  has  averaged  lUo  days  be- 
tween the  killing  frost  dates  of  Iviay  11  and  September  28.  8/ 

Population 

The  State  Census  of  18^7  gave  Winneshiek  County  a  population  of  182, 
however,   these  ?fere  very  likely  connected  with  Fort  Atkinson  and  were 
transitory.     The  Federal  Census  of  I85O  gave  it  5^6  and  after  that  time  a 
steady  growth  was  maintained  until  the  peak  year  1875  ^as  reached  when 
2^,233  were  recorded.     There  are  32  persons  per  square  mile  in  the  county 
as  compared  mth  the  State  density  of  UU.     The  following  table  shows  the

The  foreign  "born  and  native  white  of  foreign  or  mixed  parentage  con- 
tent of  sfinneshi ek  County  is  very  high — over  U2  per  cent  of  the  total  pop- 
ulation in  1930.     Those  of  Norvregian  descent  predominate  having  35  750»  the 
Germans  have  1,^96  and  the  Czecho slovakians  have  932*     Jfeny  other  nation- 
alities have  small  representations.  13/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  lU  cooperative  institutions  in  oper8.tion  in  this 
county — two  elevators,  seven  creameries,  two  livestock  enterprises,  two 
cheese  factories  and  one  petroleum  plant. 

As  a  whole  they  had  2,367  members  of  which  1,682  v^ere  active,  and 
6,016  persons  did  business  ?n.th  the  fourteen  concerns.     The  selling  cooper- 
atives had  a  business  volume  of  $1,8535  521  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives 
did  $256,^56  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the 
other  function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodi- 
ties for  distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  coopera- 
tives market  farm,  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons,  ik/ 

Fruit 

Apples  have  always  been  the  leading  crop — the  number  of  trees  ranging 
around  30,000  and  the  number  of  bushels  produced,  about  20,000  on  an  a- 
verage.     Other  tree  fruits  are  of  no  consequence  but  grapes  have  been  a 
snail  but  steady  crop;  in  193^  there  were  2,851  bearing  grape  vines  listed 
with  a  production  of  7»88U  pounds o  I5/

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Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn. 

The  crop  assessors'   statistical  "breakdown  for  corn  acreo.ge  is  as  fol- 
lows:    (l)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage, 
(U)  corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.     A  total  production  is 
given  for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting 
county  totals  of  production  the  acreage  other  than  that  hunked  is  uiulti- 
plied  hy  the  yield  (derived  hy  dividing  total  hushels  corn  husked  hy  total 
acres  husked)  and  added  to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown 
as  husked.     This  assiimes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the 
sajne  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  193^  1936)  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 

yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  "by  the  state  assessors'  office  he- 
cause  it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  hest 
acreages  for  husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  differ- 
ent and  lower  j'-ield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied 
by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  coujaties  onl;-  and  not  by  townships.     The  to^TOship 
yields  for  these  two  years  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  on 
acreage  h^isked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked,  only.     The  total  corn  acre- 
age is  shown  by  toTOship  with  this  yield  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by 
the  acreage  shown  to  set  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure. 
The  coiinty  summary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  193^  and  193^  have  baen 
adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acraage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may 
legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total 
productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tov.mship  productions  may  be  derived  from 
the  yield  and  acreage  figures  shovrn  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has 
been  assumed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  tov/n- 
ship  yields  a.re  therefore  consistent  in  all  years  except  193^  and  193^»

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,  1938  and  I939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  state  farm  as- 
sessor's figures. 

The  adjusted  comty  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last  four 
years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  25  and  comparison 
with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the  unadjusted 
state  farm  assessor's  figures.
